New York, May 28—The farm e rs of 
North Dakota a re working to bring 
buck the five cent loaf of bread. 
They 
declared bread could now be sold at 
the old standard figure based on the 
price of wheat and they ure planning 
to dem onstrate this to the rest of the 
country, H orace A. Davis, of B rook­ 
line, Mass., eastern representative of 
the Bunk of North Dakota, said in an 
interview with the United P ress to ­ 
day that the state will soon issue a 
seven million dollar bond issu e thru 
the Dunk to establish a flour mill a t 
Grand Forks through which the dem ­ 
onstration will be carried out. 
"B read could be selling 
ut 
five 
cents a loaf now. and It should be,” 
Davis said. 
"T h e difference between 
the present price of bread and the 
nickel In unfairly taken by m illers, 
transport men and the middlemen and 
others operating between the farrier 
and the consum er. 
“The experience now being carried 
out in North Dakota will show that 
this waste can be 
eliminated 
and 
wheat can be brought to tho public 
lit the form of a five cent loaf of 
bread. 
"F o r m e r )|ioe-President 
M arshall 
declared some time ago that ‘What 
His country needs Is a good five cent 
cigar.' 
I 
feel that a five cent loaf 
of bread 
would be more indicative 
bf a return to ‘normalcy.’ ” 
Davis explained that a sm all exper­ 
imental mill established at the V r t h 
Dakota 
state 
agricultural 
college 
about one year ago has shown that 
most all of the lower grades of wheat 
for which the farm ers were forced to 
accept a much lower price from the 
millers, had been used to m ake high 
grade flour for which the nriUkrs re­ 
ceived 
the 
usual 
price. 
The 
extra 
profit by m ilters was said to have 
ranged from 21 to 112 per cent.
